The other is a general clerk tn 

a bank with a salary of $1,200 a year 
(recently advanced from $800), out of 
which ‘he has to. support a large fan- 
ily. 

The statisticians are forced to do 
some guessing in computing the weaith 
and income of the very rich people of 
New York.

The consumption of sugar in the 
United States during the past year, 
says the American Grocer, was 2,767,- 
162 tons, or 75.3 pounds per capita, the 
highest on record.

The states 
of Texas and Louisiana furnished 323,- 
649 tons of this supply and the beet 
sugar factories 170,135 tons and 12,000 
tons\of maple sugar.

Carnegie Has Given $39,000,000. 

In speaking at the dedication of the 
new library building of Beloit college 
at Beloit, Wis., last week, Horace 
White of New York announced that up 
to the present time Andrew Carnegie 
had given or pledged 1,200 libraries 
to English, speaking people; of which 


are chiefly in cities and maintained by 
municipal taxation. The total cost to 
Mr. Carnegie is estimated at $39,000,- 
000. 


Benefactions of a Year. 

Estimates of the gifts made by the 
rich in the year 1904 in this country 
vary from $46,296,980 by the Chicago 
Tribune to $88,000,000 by the Christian 
Work and Evangelist. The Tribune 
credits Mr. Carnegie with $11,243,000, 
of which $5,000,000 was for the hero 
fund and $5,000,000 for the Pittsburg 
institute. The Christian Work credits 
Mr. Rockefeller with $5,500,000. A 
notable feature was the large sums 
made available by women. Two, Mrs. 
Reed of California and Mrs. Wilder 
of St. Paul, made bequests of $2,000,- 
000 each, while four, Mrs. Potter of 
Boston, Mrs. Walker of Waltham, Miss 
Drexel of Philadelphia and Mrs. Julia 
Nevins of New York, each gave a mil- 
lion. Three others gave each a half 
million. Ninetyix colleges have re- 
ceived °$21,235,000 in* the aggregate. 
Next to the colleges come charitable 
institutions, with nearly $17,000,000, 
and third the church institutions, with 
nearly $6,000,000. 


Wife as the Breadwinner. : 

The Unitéd States bureau of labor 
has compiled reports from 25,440 fami- 
lies in thirty-three states. In the north 
Atlantic states more than 9 per cent of 
the wives are at work, in the south At- 
lantic 14 per cent, in the middle west 
6 per cent and in the far west 3 per 
cent. In the whole country 8.68 per 
cent are breadwinners. Of these a ma- 
jority are native born. Of the work- 
ingmen’s families 23.26 per cent are 
supported wholly or partly by the 
wives taking im, boarders or lodgers. 
Over one-fifth of the families depend in 
part on the labor of children. The 
average annual income of the working- 
man’s family from all sources is 
$749.50, of which the man earns only 
79.49 per cent,

BECBEEOOR, Notes. 


The Department has received from 

Richard Allen of West Va.. a large col- 
lection cf ancient relics found along the 
Ohio river. These come chiefly from 
the mouth of the Kanawha river, where 
there are many mounds and other earth- 
works erected by the mound builders. 
Both the relics and the works seem to be 
different from those found in other sec- 
tions of the Ohio Valley being more 
primitive and marking atribe of great 
antiquity. 


From Illinois a cast of the most re- 
markable relic ever obtained by the De- 
partment has been received. It repre- 
sents a large effigy pipe and is a foot 
long and fourinches wide. The origival, 
from which the cast was taken, is of 
stone, and weighs about five pounds.

The bowl is just above the fore- 
head and the stem-hole enters the top of 
the head.

Farming. 


Dear Sir:—Your judicious remarks 


anent the “poor farm” being able to pro- | 


duce more milk than the inmates re- 
quire, lead me to think about farming, 
and put mein mind of the days when | 
helped grandmother to milk her cows. * 

As tothe merits or demerits of the 
Town farm selling milk, I will not 


enter, only that the privilege of getting» 


the smell of the earth while pulling up 
weeds is a blessing to the old people who 
are able to do so. 

I have often been gratified when visit- 
ing the ‘own farm to see how content 
and pleased the half invalids were when 
they were able to do anything to in- 
crease the produce of the farm. 

The inherent desire to work on the 
land is strong in human nature end I 
suppose comes down all the way from 
Adam who was put ina garden to keep 
and dress it. 

Why our boys are so unwilling to try 
farming isa mystery tome. After leav- 
ing the high school what are they to do; 
afew may go to college and enter the 
learned professions already crowded. 

Try Boston where hundreds of high 
school graduates begin a weary, dreary 
life at fifty cents a day. A few who 
have brains, health and ambition after 
twenty years of work, get into the swim 
and command a fair salary; the majority 
never rise above ten dollars a week. 

In my opinion the learning of a trade, 
which the lad should take kindly to, 
would lead to better results. Any trade 
is better than nothing. Gardening isa 
trade and requires years to learn; many 
people think that any one can dig with a 
spade. Just see the plot of ground from 
the spade of a man who knows what he 
is doing and compare it with the man 
who thinks he knows. A man who has 
learned to be a gardener and knows his 
business isin demand in every city in 
America. 

As to tarming We don’t see much of it 
near Andover. Half adozen really first 
class farms is all I knowof. lam not say- 
ing that there are not many men owning 
their farms and doing well,,and who by 
their industry and self “reliance, are 
showing us that our artificial town lite 
is not everything. 

Twenty years ago | knew a young mah 
who got tired of this three dollar a week 
business. He landed in Chicago with 
fifty-two cents in his pocket. He gota 
job at Armour’s cleaning out the refuse 
from the slaughter-house.-—From doing 
that work well he got promotion. ‘To 
make a long story short, he went farther 
west, wrought on a farm, then took a 
farm of his own and today he is one of 
the men in California who can lend you 
a few thousand dollars to buy a farm, if 
you give him security. 

I knew another young man who went 
to Chicago. He came back after trying 


| to get a job to suit him and got eattle to 


feed on a steamer to take him back to 
Europe. 

Is it that the life and work on a farm 
is not what we call genteel which keeps 
our young men as hewers of wood and 
drawers of water in our towns; or is it 
the fear of not having anything to amuse 
them’ ona farm, no bowiing alley, no 
billiard.room, no concert, no theater, no 
dancing, saloon, -or what is it? Your

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ESSEX INSTITUTE MEETS. 


Morning Session and Dinner at Grange 
Hall—Addresses on Timely Topics. 


The second Farmers: Institute of the 
Essex County Agricultural society is 
being held in the local Grange hall to- 
day at which there is present delegates 
from nearly every town in the county as 
well as from ‘Tewksbury and Lowell. 

‘The morving session began at 10 
o’clock with President Fred Russell in 
the chair. The main speaker was Sena- 
tor Myrick Morse of Belchertown who 
spoke on “Odds and Ends or How to 
make money.’’ He dealt with the sub- 
ject in a bright and interesting way tell- 
ing many incidents ,of his own and 
neighbors’ experiences in various lines of 
farm work. Ue first told of the ravages 
of the brown tail moth and urged the 
farmers to do ail in their power to help 
exterminate them. 

For some time he spoke on the stand- 
ing of the farmers in their respective 
communities, He said that not enough 
credit was given the farmer for his 
knowledge of business matters and 
claimed tbat farmers as a rule were 
smarter than any other class of work- 
men. Mr. Morse dwelt on the industries 
of Massachusetts, comparing the work of 
today with that of former years. [le 
claimed that the mills of today took the 
majority of farm hands and 1t was diffi- 
cult to obtain competent helpers. To 
make this more impressive he said that 
the labor laws in this state were so strict 
that laborers were being fast driven over 
the state lines or into the West. Mr. 
Morse urged combination of the farmers 
in an effort to reduce prices on farm 
stock. Other industries, he said, have 
trusts, why should not the farmers have 
a trust ? se) 

‘The speaker for the remainder of the 
morning gave advice and points that he 
had learned in farming. He spoke on 
the various methods of feeding cattle, 
preparing land and_haryesting crops, 
Many questions were asked him regard-’ 
ing new methods which were thoroughly 
explained.

Colorado Seats Alva Adams. 

The Colorado legislature after can-. 
vassing the state vote declared that 
Alva Adams, 
the Democratic 
candidate, had 
been elected 
governor of the 
state. He was 
duly inaugurat- 
ed Jan. 10, and 
Governor Pea- 
body can obtain 
the office only 
through a con- 
, test before the 
legislature. This 
* settlement of 
the election con- 
test was reach- 
ed through an 
agreement made by the Republicans 
and Democrats on the appointment of 
two new judges to the supreme court. 
The returns showed 9,774 majority for 
Adams. 

Peabody nominees for the supreme 
-bench, Goddard-and--Bailey,..were con- 
firmed by the senate. In an address to 
the state Governor Peabody announced 
his contest after the inauguration. 


The Electoral Vote Cast. 

The presidential electors chosen in 
November last met Jan. 9 in the dif- 
ferent state capitals and cast their 
votes for president and vice president 
of the United States. The three cer- 
tificates which they are required to 
make were duly dispatched, one to the 
president of the senate by messenger 
and one by mail and one delivered to 
the jullge of the district court. The 
votes will be countell on the second 
Wednesday of February in the pres- 
ence of the senate and house of repre- 
sentatives.

Morton on Rate Question. 

Secretary of the Navy Morton in an 
article on railway rate regulation for 
the current number of the Outlook 
comes out squarely, fn favor of polling 
to cure the rebate evil. He also favors 
federal regulation and penalties for vio- 
latfon of rules. If not the legalization 
of pofis, he believes that only two other 
ways are open, one being the unifica- 
tion of the entire railway ownership of 
the country in the hands of a ‘few in- 
dividuals or governmertt~..shership. 
The latter he regards as “the begin- 
ning of an industrial and, political 
chaos.” He thinks the.only objection

Governor Hanly of Indiana” inaugu- 
rated at Indianapolis Jan. 9, urged 
against the practice of accepting passes 
by public men.

The Missouri senate and house of 
representatives have appointed commit- 
tees to investigate the charges of cor- 
ruption against Thomas K. Niedring- 
haus, the Republican candidate to suc- 
ceed Senator Cockrell. 

The Nebraska house has adopted 
unanimously a resolution instructing 
the senators and representatives in 
congress from Nebraska to stand by 
the president for federal control of 
railroad rates. 

Governor Hanly of Indiana has re- 
ceived the resignation of United States 
Senator Fairbanks, submitted in view 
of Mr. Fairbanks’ approaching inau- 
guration as vice president. 

The Republicans in the Connecticut 
legislature have chosen ex-Governor 
Morgan G. Bulkeley to succeed United 
States Senator Hawley. 

Representative Southerland of Utah 
has been chosen to succeed Kearns as 
senator from Utah. 

United States Senator Nathan B. 
Scott of West Virginia has been re- 
nominated by the Republican majori- 
ty of the legislature. 

Frank P. Flint was elected, Jan. 11, 
as a Republican United States senator 
from California to succeed Senator 
Bard. 

The Republicans of Indiana have 
nominated Beveridge to succeed him- 
self as United States senator and Rep- 
resentative Hemenway to succeed Sen- 
ator Fairbanks.

Beef Trust Case Argued. 

In a brilliant argument before the 
United States supreme court Jan. 9 At- 
torney General Moody charged that the 
beef packers had arbitrarily conspired 
to raise and lower prices. He said that

He said the con- 
spiracy of the packers was maintained

An unsuccessful attempt was made 
to destroy the statue of Frederick the 
Great in the War college grounds at 
Washington Jan. 10. A stranger hung 
an infernal machine on the paling sur- 
rounding the statue and escaped in a 
cab, but the act had been observed, and 
a negro workman named Ellis pried it 
loose with a stick and threw it one 
side before the explosion occurred.

The Nebraska beet sugar bounty 
provided in the law of 1895 has been 
invalidated by the state supreme court. 

It was ascertained at New York that 
former Secretary Root “and former 
Chief Justice Andrews had been re- 
tained to test the constitutionality of 
the $101,000,000 barge canal in pro- 
ceedings before the court of appeals. 

District Attorney Jerome of New 
York has now followed up his success- 
ful prosecution of Richard Canfield by 
gaining a voluntary confession from 
Honest John Kelly, another noted gam- 
bler, who tells of his pull with high 
police officials, Many other profession- 
al gamblers in the great city have been 
subpoenaed, and the whole gambling 
fraternity is said to be on the run for 
other jurisdictions. These results have 
spurred Police Commissioner McAdoo 
to fresh activity.

Arbitration Treaties Public. 

The senate in executive session has 
made public the text of seven arbitra- 
tion treaties. all in the same form. 
They include all differences of a legal 
nature to be referred to The Hague 
court after a special agreement. re- 
garding the matter in dispute and pow- 
er of the arbitrators. The countries 
with whom these treaties have been 
made are Gréit Britain, Portegct: 
France, Switzerland, Germany, Italy 
and Spain. In view of some talk about 
amending these treaties, the president 
in, a public. letter to Senator Cullom 
serves notice that unless ‘they are 
adopted without amendment the 
treaties will be withdrawn from the 
senate and abandoned.

German Mine Strike. 

The miners’ unions in Westphalia, 
Germany, have begun a strike for the 
nine hour day and the sale of coal te 
miners at the cost of production. The 
mine owners’ association has resolved 
-to refuse these demands and suppress 
the strike at all costs. Over 100,000 
were out by Jan. 12. : 


Plague In Panama. 

Official confirmation of the rumor of 
yellow fever at Panama has been re- 
ceived by the public health and marine 
hospital service. Three cases are now 
known to have appeared as early as 
Dec. 19. Among those who have died 
from the disease is the wife of John 
Seger, secretary of Chief Engineer 
Wallace of the canal commission. Mr. 
Seger has returned with his wife’s 
body, but is himself detained at New 
York’s quarantine suffering from an 
attack of yellow fever. 


Cuba to Clean Up. 
The Cuban congress has adopted a 


bill appropriating $326,000 for the im- 
mediate sanitation of Cuban cities.

In. Defense of Smoot. 

The case against Senator Smoot of 
Utah was resumed before the senate 
committee on privileges and elections 
Jan. 11 and witnesses for the defense 
were called.

He de- 
nies that the Mormons dominate poll- 
tics and laws in Idaho and says that 
they are the equals of the gentiles as 
moral, peaceable citizens. Congress- 
man French of Idabo concurred in this 
view. 


Men to Draw Rate Bill. 

It was known at Washington last 
week that the president had intrusted 
to Representatives Esch of Wisconsin 
and Townsend of Michigan, neither of 
whom is a recognized leader, with the 
preparation of a bill to carry out the 
administration’s idea of government 
supervision of railroad rates. These 
members are expected to work in har- 
mony with Attorney General Moody. 
This wag thought to indicate that the 
men who have heretofore been the 
leaders in interstate legislation are not 
sufficiently in sympathy with the pro- 
posed legislation to suit the president. 
Notes. 

Representative Maynard of Virginia, 
Democrat, has introduced a bill to in- 
crease the salary of the president to 
$75,000 a year and that of the vice 
president to $15,000 after March 4 next.

Brazil’s Diplomatic Status. 

President Roosevelt has nominated 
David E. Thompson of Nebraska to be 
ambassador to Brazil. Mr. Thompson 
is the present minister at Rio Janeiro, 
and his promotion to the rank of am- 
bassador is due to the action of Brazil 
in creating an embassy at Washington.

President Roosevelt sent to the sen- 
ate the nomination of James D. Yeo- 
mans of Iowa to be interstate com- 
merce commissioner, his term having 
expired. This is a temporary arrange- 
ment, as he is to be replaced by Sen- 
ator Cockrell as soon as the latter's 
term in the senate expires.

Extra Session Now Appears Certain 


When the president called the house and senate leaders into con- 
ference on the legislative programme Jan. 7 Mr. Tawney of Minnesota 
claimed that a majority of the Republicans by actual count were favor- 
able’ to some tariff revision. Speaker Cannon was displeased that a 
poll had been taken without his knowledge, and he proceeded to count 
noses himsetf, arriving at a showing unfavoraple to revision. 

In view of the close division, however, the president was inclined to 
avoid specific mention 6f revision in his proposed call of an extra ses- 
sion. But he was believed to be all the more determined to have some 
action taken on the railroad rate question, although he has found con- 
siderable opposition in the senate to such legislation. He regards this 
question as one of principle and not of expediency and is said to have 
served notice on the party leaders in congress that if the question is 
not acted upon before the present congress dies on March 4 he will cer- 
tainly conyene the new congress in extra session at some date yet to 
be fixed. 

President Spencer of the Southern, speaking before the house com- 
mittee on commerée, has advocated bringing the water lines, fast freight 
and private car lines under federal control, the privilege of pools to 
distribute tonnage and earnings and the enforcement of existing law. 

Mr. Spencer advocated either giving the circuit courts jurisdiction or 
organizing a transportation court with the powers of the circuit courts 
for the trial of cases arising from disputes about rates. He said that 
the commission, if so empowered, would become prosecutor and judge.
